1. WE HAVE BEEN IN TOUCH WITH BRITISH AND FRENCH MISSIONS 
HERE IN REGARD TO SENAT COURSE OF ACTION (REF A); BOTH 
OF THEM BELIEVE SENAT'S INTERVENTION OFFERS FELICITOUS 
WAY OF RESOLVING EMBARRASSING POLITICAL ASPECTS OF 
BRUECKMANN CASE WITHOUT FURTHER CONFRONTATION WITH 
ALLIES OVER VALIDITY OR APPLICABILITY IN BERLIN OF 
CONSTITUTIONAL COURT S DECISION. THEY ALSO FEEL, AS WE 
DO, THAT RECORD ON EXERCISE OF ALLIED RESPONSIBILITIES 
IS ADEQUATE TO MEET ANY SOVIET COMPLAINTS AND HAS 
BEEN USEFULLY REINFORCED BY DELIVERY MAY 29 TO 
OFFICE OF SENATOR FOR JUSTICE OF RESPONSE TO 
KAMMERGERICHT'S INQUIRY (REF C). 
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2. IT WAS, IN ANY EVENT, TOO LATE TO STOP DELIVERY 
OF SENAT PETITION, WHICH WE DISCOVERED WAS SENT TO 
COURT WITHIN THE HOUR ALLIES WERE INFORMED MAY 28, 

AND WAS SIMULTANEOUSLY ANNOUNCED TO PRESS, WHICH 
HEAVILY PUBLICIZED IT MORNING MAY 29. STORIES INDICATED 
SENATOR FOR JUSTICE FORESAW TRIAL BEFORE WEST BERLIN 
COURT SHORTLY, (THERE BEING NO BAIL SYSTEM, BBRUECKMANN 
IS EXPECTED TO REMAIN IN JAIL PENDING TRIAL.) 

3. GOVERNING MAYOR SCHUETZ CONSULTED WITH COMMANDANTS AND DEPUTY COM- 
MANDANTS ON THIS MATTER MAY 28. SCHUETZ SAID THAT BASIC REASON FOR 
SENAT'S DECISION WAS JUDGEMENT THAT IN POST-GUILLAUME ATMOSPHERE IT 

WAS POLITICALLY IMPOSSIBLE TO TURN GIRL OVER TO GDR. 

STRASBOURG HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION DECISION TO REVIEW
